“INSPECTION OF HEALTIL 
DISTRICTS. 
REVORT BY SUB-COMMITIRE. 


At the meeting of the Sanitary Board 
held this afternoon, the report of tho Sub- 
Committee, cunsisting of Moser Onushy, 
May and Osborne, appointed to make quar 
terly inspections of Health ‘Districts was, 
submitted. On 15th August the Commit- 
tee visited and inspected the following 
houses in No 5 and 6 Health Districts -— 
Nos. 6, 8,9, ILand 21 Tung Man Lane ; 
Nos, 1, 64 and 38 Wing On Street; Nos, 
1,13 and 15 Mi Lun Lane. (each three 
flours); No. 3 Kau U Fong, cons'sting of- 
one floor ; Nos, 22, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29-and 
30 Circular Pathway, and 14 and 16Lower 
Lasear Row. Plaguo had cecurred at 3 Kau 
O Fong and Nos. 27, 28) und 29 Circular 
Pathway. 


The report proceeds :—These houses were 
said tohave becn whitewashed this year, 
but in most cases it is impossible to verify 
this, as the heat and smoke rapidly make 
the walls discoloured.
